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analgesic and at least one local anesthetic). Therefore, the closest prior art will likely be the 
same art, and any enablement or obviousness issues will likely be common to both sets of claims 
Examination of the claims of Groups I and II would conserve both the applicant's resources and 
those of the patent office.
